Enrollment Exceeds By Far All Previous Records and
Broader and More Extensive Work Was Done

By the Faculty.

The past year at Wentworth
Military Academy has been pre-

cisely like nearly every other
year. It has surpassed all that
have gone before it in regards to
both attendance and work done.
Only a few years ago the man-

agement of the school thought
that an attendance of more than
100 would mark the millenium.
The past year the attendance
has been 220 and at all times
there have been nearly 200 stu-

dents in residence.
This greatly increased attend-

ance has afforded a fine oppor-

tunity for broadening the milita-

ry work of the school. It has
made possible the addition of
departments of instruction in
cavalry, hospital work, signaling
and engineering and has like-

wise improved the opportunity
for infantry the battalion now
being a complete one and artil-

lery. It has also caused an im-

provement in athletic work, so
that the school puts out teams
better than those of most of the
state's small colleges.

There has been almost no fric-

tion between teachers and stu-

dents during the past few years
and the cadets are busy and con-

tented and therefore loyal. The
students, though given consid-

erable freedom, conduct them- -

selves well in town and conse-

quently are liked and respected
by the citizens. The interest
which the town people take in
the academy was manifested by
the large crowds which attended
all the ceremonies held on the
campus.

The commencement exercises
were begun Sunday with the
baccalaureate services which
were held with Lexington college
at the Baptist church and the
program of which appears in

another part of this paper.
